During the summer a force of deaf 
mechanics labored mightily on the 
job of remodelling a frame cottage 
on the Iowa School grounds into an 
imposing residence for Superinten¬ 
dent and Mrs. Mclntire. The pro¬ 
ject came at a time when the State 
had but a limited snm of money on 
hand for the purpose, so an attempt 
was made to do all the work with 
the regular force of mechanics, aided 
by a few helpers. Mr. Hans Peter¬ 
son, a hearing carpenter regularly 
employed by the school, was fore¬ 
man, and with him tailored Messrs.

Stuttering is a disorder of speech 
characterized by spasmodic hesita¬ 
tions. Certain words the speaker 
can enunciate readily; others halt 
him. He repeats the consonant or 
the first syllable of the word several 
times, but a spasm of the lingual 
and the palatal muscles thwarts all 
his efforts to continue. 

In fipite of many theories pro¬ 
pounded by investigators the cause 
of stuttering has never been definite¬ 
ly determined. It has been thought 
to be lack of cordination between 
respiration and speech; but that 
only causes an unevenness of speech; 
the breath gives out, and speech 
becomes almost inaudible. Another 
theory is that stutterer is related to 
defective memory; but the stutterer 
knows perfectly well what-he wants 
to say. Another theory, one that 
fits in with many ot the facts though 
not with all, is that stuttering is 
what is called an anxiety neurosis, 
or fright inhibition. N 0 * that the 
stutterer is necessarily shy or afraid 
of bis audience, but he is afraid that 
he is going to stutter, and his fear 
makes him stutter. It is a curious 
fact that even the worst stutterers 
find no difficutly whatever in pro¬ 
nouncing their words when they are 
singing. 

The habit of stuttering is often 
hereditary, or seems to be, though 
it is more likely imitation on the 
part of the child, who copies his 
parent. The habit begins almost 
always in childhood and affects boys 
and girls alike, but among adults the 
number of men • who stuttet* far 
surpasses the numbei of women. 
Why female sufferers cure them¬ 
selves of the defect oftener than men 
probably has to do with their psy¬ 
chology; and if the reason were dis-
